Foreword The Townhouse Competition and 

the attendant exhibition for which 
this booklet serves as catalogue 
had its beginnings in a small 
discussion session following a 
lecture at the Graham Foundation 
in March, 1978. Participants in the 
session included some faculty 
members from Chicago's two 
schools of architecture and two or 
three of the so-called Chicago 
Seven. 

The discussions centered on what 
might be done to augment the 
enthusiasm being shown by the 
young architects of the City for 
the current architectural dialogue. 

I mentioned that occasional week¬ 
end competitions between MIT 
and Harvard in the early Forties 
provided a stimulus to the stud¬ 
ents of my day and suggested 
that something of the sort might 
be tried between I IT and Circle 
Campus. 

No conclusions were reached at 
the time, but a week or so later 
Stanley Tigerman called to report 
that Thomas Beeby had advanced 
the concept of the Graham 
Foundation sponsoring a brief 
competition that would be open 
to young professionals as well as 
students and, for that matter, to 
anyone else who cared to com¬ 
pete. We thought the idea was 
worth trying and have been grati¬ 
fied with the interest shown and 
favorable comments from several 
of the participants, losers as well 
as winners. 


Of course, as is not unusual with 
architectural competitions, there 
have also been a few quibbles 
over the seemingly whimsical 
approach of the jury. One letter 
even charged the Graham Founda¬ 
tion with abandoning the Chicago 
School which, of course, is untrue. 

The Graham Foundation has long 
supported several different 
approaches to architecture which 
range fron Condit to Venturi, from 
Wachsmann to Soleri and from 
The Design Methods Group to 
Archigram. Surely the House of 
Architecture is richer for its many 
different mansions—the realized, 
the unrealized, even the unrealiz¬ 
able and in addition to Mies and 
other Chicago heroes there should 
be room in our architectural 
pantheon for a Ledoux, a Gaudi 
and even for an occasional whim¬ 
sical builder like Sam of Watts!

Thoughts on the Occasion of the 
1978 "Town House" Architectural 
Competition 


When the possibility of a Chicago 
Seven organized/Graham Founda¬ 
tion sponsored and supported 
competition was first discussed, 
it was thought of as the latest in a 
series of events calculated to 
open up a dialogue on ideas 
about architecture in a city notably 
suspicious of architectural dia¬ 
logue. By recounting those events, 
it helps to keep in mind the state- 
of-the-art-in-a-city-in-flux. 

Chronologically then, those 
events were: 

1. The exhibition and the book, 
Chicago Architects, 1976, by 
Laurence Booth, Stuart Cohen, 
Benjamin Weese and I, supported 
in part by the Graham Foundation 
and organized in contradistinction 
to the canonical vision of archi¬ 
tectural Chicago. 

2. With the addition of Thomas 
Beeby, James Freed and James 
Nagle the four became seven 
(The Chicago Seven) and produced 
their first show and catalog at the 
Richard Gray Gallery in December 
of 1976. 


3. In autumn, 1977, the Chicago 
Seven (then eight with Helmut 
Jahn) together with the Graham 
Foundation organized a major 
conference at the Foundation 
itself, on "The State of the Art of 
Architecture." Included were such 
archipersons as Eisenman, Graves, 
Gehry, Hejduk, Hodgetts, Jencks, 
Meier, Stern, Stirling, Vreeland, 
Turnbull and the Seven (8). 

4. December, 1977, saw the 
Chicago Seven (8) structure its 
second exhibition at the Walter 
Kelly Gallery. 

5. By 1978. the Chicago Seven 
had increased to eleven with the 
addition of Gerald Horn, Kenneth 
Schroeder and Cynthia Weese. 
Monthly meetings began and the 
decision was made to help organ¬ 
ize and act as the jury for the 
competition delineated in this 
catalog. 

With respect to the competition 
itself, 169 entries were recorded. 
The original intention was to 
select 8 undifferentiated winners 
to pair with the Chicago Seven (8), 
but because there were so many 
excellent solutions, an additional 
21 runners-up were selected by 
the Jury and are listed in the 
catalog. The winning solutions 
shown here were authored by: 
Deborah Doyle, Robert Fugman, 
James Goettsch, Steven Gross, 
Anders Nereim, Joseph Poll, 

Peter Pran and Frederick Read. 
The conceptual attitudes repre¬ 
sented by the winning schemes 
(and for that matter, the runners- 
up as well) were open, inclusive, 
ironic and anything but coy (an 
accusation sometimes leveled at 
recent Chicago architectural 
thought). The work was skilled, 
seductive and up-beat in a city 
whose architects have unfortu¬ 
nately danced an architectural 
two step long after the music 
stopped. 


The primary purpose of the com¬ 
petition then, namely to identify 8 
new architects, supporting them 
to surface and gain visibility, has 
been secured. This catalog, the 
concurrent exhibition and attend¬ 
ant conference satisfy the sec¬ 
ondary purpose of continuing 
(through varying formats) the 
dialogue between architects in a 
city always concerned about arch¬ 
itecture but just now involved with 
the ideation of those concerns.

In 1966 he began 
his own architecture practice in 
partnership, Booth & Nagle, 
which continues to date, the work 
of which has received numerous 
awards and has been published 
internationally in books and jour¬ 
nals on art and architecture. He 
has maintained a parallel career 
as a sculptor, exhibiting with the 
group "The Five," lately in "Cool 
Abstraction" at the Gray Gallery, 
and other shows. He has been a 
visiting lecturer at many univer¬ 
sities and until 1972 was an 
instructor of architecture at the 
University of Illinois, Chicago 
Circle Campus. He is a member of 
the Illinois Arts Council, a member 
of the Board of Chicago Chapter, 
AIA, and was a coorganizer of the 
exhibition and catalogue "Chicago 
Architects."
